A number of Boston clergymen, recently asked if a man ctm 


be a Christan and a sport, answered in Ihe affirmative. 
U is lo 


be understood, of course, that the term sport, as here used, 
does not mean a man who "follows the races/' plays poker or 
engages in other forms of gambling1, but a person who is inter- 
ested in athletics and innocent sports and games, cither as a 
participant or a "fan." 


Said one of Ihc clergymen: "A man who plays football, golf, 


tennis or any other sport is a better citizen than one who slays 
at home and spends his lime in reading." Said another: "A 
Christian cannot only be a sporl-^he ought to he." 
One 


more: "Sport leads to fairness and fair play. Therefore sport 
and Christianity go hand in hand." 
It is further stated lhal 


ministers who oppose Sunday baseball agree with those who 
favor it lhal sportsmanship should be an American inslilution. 


II would be difficult in this day to find any person or any 


class of people lacking appreciation for legitimate and health- 
1 


ful sporls, of which there is a sufficiency, 
it sometimes seems 


as if the popular trend is too strong in this direction, innocent 
games and sports of all kinds, especially for Ihc young, arc to 
be commended and encouraged, but there should be a certain 
degree of moderation, even in this Held. It is not well for boys 
to become engrossed in sport lo an extent lhal interferes with 
their work m^choo! or out of school, nor is il well for a man 
to have his mind running on sporls when H should be upon 
liis business. 


Sporls for amusemcnl nnd diversion arc eminently proper, 


and highly beneficial to body and mind, but when their impor- 
tance is unduly magnified the rcsulls are not all that (hey 
should be. In other words, sporls, outside of the professional 
field, should be, not and end, but a means lo an end. 


Thus while boys and young men may legitimately engage 


in sports and athletics of all kinds for body building and les- 
sons in self-control, it would be well to remember thai the 
winning of a contest is not the whole thing, as il is too apt lo 
be considered by (he over-enthusiastic. One of the ministers 
quoted says "Sport leads lo fairness and fair play." 
In many 


cases it does, and in many cases it does not, but leads to un- 
fairness and foul play. That this is so is regrettable, bul lhal 
it is so is alles'led by the disputes, and In some cases physical 
duslies, that grow out of contests perfectly innocent in them- 
selves. 


II sometimes seems as if over-slrcnuousncss in (he field of 


sports is on the increase. This is due lo over-eslima'llon of the 
value of winning a contest, which leads some contestants lo 
go beyond the bounds of manliness and fair play, and lo pro- 
ceed an Ihe theory that the end justifies the means. 


The'tendency in this direction should be sternly repressed 


by sciiool and other authorities having oversight of sporting 
events, and should be frowned upon by all lovers of clean and 
elevating sporL
